‘The United States Petrel ar- 
rived late last evening with dis- 
patches from Brig.-Gen. P. Milier, 
to Maj.-Gen. Otis, announcing that 
Tloilo had been taken by the combined 
military and raval forces Saturday 
morning. 

Gen. Miller, on rece'pt. of his !n- 
structions from Manila, sent native 
commissioners ashore from the Uniicd 
States transport St. Paul with a com- 
munication- to the rebel governor 
of lloilo, calling upon him to surrender 
within a time stated, and warning him 
not to make any demonstration in the 
interval. 

The rebels immediately moved ther 
guns, and prepared to defend their 
position. Thereupon the Petrel fired 
two warning guns, and the rebels !m- 
mediately opened fire upon her. , 

The Petrel and the Baltimore then 
bombarded the town, which the rebels 
having set on fire, immediately evac u- 
ated.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The bliz- 
zard-bound War Department was fea- 
tureless of Manila developments to- 
day.

CORDON AROUND CALOOCAN, 


Rebels Up Intrenchments, 
Covered by Sharpshooters.

MANILA, Feb. 13, 4:50 p. m.—The 
Twentieth Kansas and the First Idaho 
Volunteers have been recalled from the 
marsh lands north of Malabon and the 
former regiment is now intrenched in 
front of Caloocan. The American 
lines form a complete cordon, twenty- 
two miles in length, from the coast 


north almost to Pasqua, south of 
Manila. 


There has been no change ip the dis- 
position of the troops except that the 
Fourth United States Cavalry has re- 
lieved the First Idaho Volunteers and 
a battalion of the Twenty-third  In- 
fantry has been stationed on the i°ft 
flank to prevent the rebels sneaking 
along the beach.

Twelfth Regiment Will 
Owing to Cold.

Alger Courts Full Invertigation of 
War Department. 
[A. EARLY MORNING RNEPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—Secretary of 
War Alger, being interviewed yester- 
day, said the War Department desired 
and expected a full investigation of the 
charges that unwholesome beef had 
been supplied to the arm, under con- 
tract with the government. 

Gen, Alger expressed no opinion as 
to the character of tne verdict of the 
board of inquiry into the Gen. Miles 
charges, but he said he believed it 
would be conclusive.

“TI have no late news from Manila,” 
continued the Secretary in answer to 
questions, ‘“‘but if there had been any- 
thing important, I should have heard it.

No instructions have 
been sent to him as he is fully com- 
petent to deal with the situation. 

“He did not expect the attack by the 
natives.

“I have not been able to ascertain 
whether the Army Bill will pass at the 
present session of Congress. I under- 
stand that Senator Cockrell, who is a 
member of the Military Committee of 
the Senate, is opposéd to it, but how 
much he will be able to accomplish [ 
cannot say.”’ 

“Will there be an extra session if 
the bill does not pass?” was asked. 

“We must have an army,” replied 
Gen. Alger. “‘The 27,000 men we now 
have are not enough.” 

“Everything in Cuba and Porto Rico 
is going satisfactorily. There was 
never any idea of making Gen. Wood 
commanding general in Cuba. His 
rank is not high enough and the grade 
of major-general is now full. The trou- 
ble about the customs receipts in San- 
tiago has been settled. I think it arose 
from a misapprehension. They thought 
that the goods would have to be landed 
elsewhere. Of course, all the receipts 
from the tariff must pass through Gen. 
Brooke’s hands. 

“I shall go to Cuba and Porto Rico 
in March if everything is all right 
then. I never had any idea of going 
until Congress adjourned. I have never 
been in Cuba, and I thought I would 
like to see for myself, if I could do so, 
before the bad season began. I expect 
to inspect all the posts there.” 

ALGER SILENT AT PRESENT. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—Secretary of 
War Alger, who is here to attend the 
Lincoln day dinner of the Union League 
Club in Brooklyn, said today, in regard 
to the report of the war commission 
that he would rather not.say anything 
about it, until he had read the entire 
report. 

Gen. Alger, however, said he had car- 
ried on the work all the way through 
the war to the best of his ability. 

“During the war,” said the Secre- 
tary, “when we had so much to do, 
criticisms began to appear in some pa- 
pers. When this happened, I gave or- 
ders that those papers should not be 
sent to me, as there was no time to 
waste. My first duty was to conduct 
the affairs of the department as well 
as I could.” 

Gen. Alger compared the department 
with a large private business, saying 
that many unforeseen things happened 
in the department, just as in a large 
private business. Storms came up 
which could not be prevented. 7 

“Sometimes the manager of a pri- 
vate business,”’ said the Secretary, ‘‘has 
looked over the field and believed he 
has good and faithful helpers. Then 
he learns that he has been incorrect in 
his thought, and that some of his men 
have not proved true. These are gen- 
erally unforeseen things, which will 
happen in many large business con- 
cerns, as well as to a government de- 
partment. Though the work of the 
War Department was difficult, I car- 
ried it on as was my duty, to the 
best of my ability.” 

Secretary Alger’s attention was called 
to the selling of supplies in Havana, 
at less than the regular market rates, 
in connection with which, it was said, 
that the supplies were all army ra- 
tions. 

The Secretary said in reply: 

“Col. Bliss, who was in charge of 
the collection of customs at Havana, 
was asked to investigate this, when it 
was learned that such sales were be- 
ing made. Some persons were selling 
supplies at less than anyone else could 
sell them after importing them and 
paying the duty. Col. Bliss found that 
two men were buying up all the supply 
rations from the troops. The rations 
the troops secured were more than 
they could wish, and it is considered 
legitimate to sell them again. It is 
a general practice in the army for 
companies to sell their surplus rations 
and place the sums received to the 
credit of the company funds. These 
two men were, in a way, carrying on a 
legitimate business.”

FINANCIAL REFORM AWAKE. 


Secretary Gage Says Delay Makes 
Needs More Clear. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Feb. 13.—Secretary of the 
Treusury and Mrs. Gage were in chi- 
cago Sunday to attend the funeral of 
Dr. E, Betherridge. Before leaving to- 
day, Secretary Gage Said: “Financial 
reform is neither dead nor asleep. ‘The 
extraordinary prosperity of the gov- 
ernment finances and of the business 
of the country has combined with the 
glut of important business in Congress 
to delay it. But the delay only adds to 
the sense of its importance, and makes 
it clearer every day what legislation 
is needed. 

“I do not look for action at the pres- 
ent session of Congress, but I have no 
doubt the next session will give effect 
to the recommendations of the Pres!- 
dent and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in regard to the retirement of the 
greenbacks.”’ 

“Will there be an extra session of 
Congress ?”’ 

“That depends on the fate of the 
Army Bill. If Congress does not pass 
that bill at the present session, there 
will certainly be an extra session.’ 

“The situation in the hilippines 
does not give us any une ess, ‘The 
opposition to the American occupation 
is entirely the effect of an imputation. 
The leaders have temporarily misled 
the people. But the strife will soon 
be over and, as soon as the natives 
have become quiet, so as to listen to 
reason, we have no fear that they will 
not acquiesce in all that we propose to 
do there. As to the islands being a 
heavy tax on this country, that is all 
moonshine. All the revenues of the 
Philippines will at all itmes be ample 
to defray all expenses of the govern- 
ment. 

“We feel even more hopeful in regard 
to Cuba. Industries are reviving, there 
is a growing spirit of codperation, and 
the island will in the near future be 
more prosperous than its people ever 
expected it could be. 

“Our trade relations with Canada 
seem to be difficult to adjust to the sat- 
isfaction of both countries. Mr. Charl- 
ton would sweep away the national 
frontier and make business intercourse 
untrammeled between the two coun- 
tries as it is now between two of our 
States. But I think the day is a good 
way off when such reciprocity as that 
will be regarded with favor in this 
country.”’

FOR MANY MONTHS.

Business Anking Up in the Far 
Kar!—Gold Movement Ceases to 
Interest—Deposits Seek Invests 
ments — Speculation Incrensing. 
Cotton Industry Threatened With 
a Strike. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING 
NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—The Times’ 


London financial correspondent cables 
as follows: ° 

“Superficially our money market seems 
to be in an anomalous position. All 
the week, until Thursday, loans were 
offering at from one half of 1 per cent. 
to 1 per cent., and at the same time, 
discount houses strove to keep the 
rank of bank bills as near as possible 
to 2 per cent. In this effort the banks 
helped them, by refusing to buy bills 
for them at less than 1% per cent, 
and rather than work for less they 
were ready to lend at 1 per cent. for 
the week. Why was this? Becaute, 
while the money market had two fears 
before its eyes, it feared another 
squeeze, at Friday’s stock exchange 
settlement. similar to the one of a 
fortnight back—a fear justified by the 
event, for the pressure was tremen- 


dous, because the stock clearing houses 
broke down. 


It also always dreads the effect of the 
revenue collections a little later in the 
quarter. But, the result of any appre- 
hension of dearness to come, always 
makes the holders of banking credits 
reluctant to part with them for more 
than a few days, and therefore the 
present condition of our market seems 
to encourage the expectation that the 
present low rates will soon give place 
to higher ones. I am by no means sure 
of this, and lean rather to the opinion 
that cheapness must last for some time, 
unless the calm is destroyed by unfore- 
seen causes. 

“The government deposits in the 
Bank of England are still £4,000,000 be- 
low the total of a year ago, and are 
little likely to reach last year’s fig- 
ures, at any time between now and 
April. And next week we should re- 
ceive several millions from you in pay- 
ment for the stocks you imported a 
week back. So, for the moment, your 
market will be simply gorged with 
credits. Even the gold movements 
cease to interest us when such an 
abundance prevails, but, unless you 


part, at least, of these imports of 
metal for the next few weeks. We only 
get the African supply, it is true, as 
India and yourselves are taking the 
Australian output, but a little 
g0es a long way in soothing us 
in our present mood. This mood is 
one of increasing hopefullness, lead- 
ing to more vigorous speculation. . 

“Our trade returns in January indi- 
cate that business is waking up in the 
Far East, and to some extent with our 
possessions. Even continental nations 
are displaying larger buying power 
and just as will happen with you, the 
millions disbursing to the iron manu- 
facturers by the admiralty fill the land 
with a sense of prosperity to the banks, 
with their deposits seeking employment. 

“I have been asking the stock brok- 
ers where their clients are putting all 
this money. The answer still is into 
home industrials and Kaffir mines. But 
speculation, yet very modest, is stead- 
ily swelling by the flow of small or- 
ders. It will take a month or two, 
of dearer money, before the daring 
mood that permits of free speculation 
on a larger scale becomes dominant, 
Should this mood seize us, then 
fancy we will begin again to buy back 
/many of the shares and bonds we sold 
you. I come across no ‘bear’ to speak 
of, but ‘bulls’ only to your rails, in 
‘a small way, very numerous. We have 
done little during the last fortnight, 
because you let prices down, and be- 
cauge we feared dearer money at set- 
tlement. But just you set the ball roll- 
ing again, and s¢ée if we do not follow 
your lead. The gamblers alone will 
buy first, and therefore a moderate 
slump must alternate with each ad- 
vance. But the speculative investor 
will succeed the gambler, and the gen- 
tleman who buys Eries today, aside 
from his children, will come pounding 
in last of all.

It was announced this afternoon that 
the gas supply was being exhausted 
from the reserve tanks and the gas 
company’s supply of coal was so slen- 
der that it avould have to be hus- 
banded most carefully. Consequently 
the pressure was reduced. Many of the 
street lamps were not lighted. The 
electric lighting companies, however, 
are as yet maintaining a service. The 
police report that the conditions of the 
really poor, particularly the large col- 
ored population, is pitiful in the ex- 
treme. Every effort is being made by 
the authorities and charitable associa- 
tions to alleviate the suffering, but 
owing to the terrible weather condi- 
tions but little can be accomplished. 
There has not been during the day a 
moment’s cessation of the snowfall and 
with the gale prevailing tonight, it is 
dangerous for any one but a strong 
man to venturé out. Many persons 
have been overcome by the cold but 
no statistics haye been reported within 
the city limits. Tonight all entertain- 
ments have practically been given up 
‘or postponed. Tavo of the largest the- 
aters did not open their doors.

ELKES BREAKS THE ‘WORLD’S 
IN-DOOR RECORD.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 13.—At 
10:35 o’clock tonight, eighteen men 
started on their long journey in the 
great international six-day race at 
Mechanics’ Pavilion, under the auspices 
of the American Cycle Racing Associa- 
tion of New York and San Francisco. 

For the past month these riders have 
been steadily preparing in this city, on 
the roads out at Golden Gate Park, and 
elghteen better conditioned and 
brighter-eyed men never started in such 
a contest. Predictions of the men 
favor 2250 miles, as the distance which 
will be covered during the week, and 
at least six of the men expect to go 
through the first twenty-four hours 
without dismounting. Several of the 
men will not stop riding until they have 
gained the lead, so they assert tonight, 
and the opening battle promises to be 
very warm. 


The track favors the breaking of 
records. Miller, Waller, Michael, Elkes, 


Bald. and other champions, pronounce 
it the fastest track ever built within 
doors. and no complaint is heard from 
the long-distance pluggers other than 
regarding the banking, which is eight 
feet in sixteen, and pretty steep for 
the finishing hours of the race, The 
contest is to runn 144 hours, while other 
contests, of like nature, have always 
run 142 hours, owing to the style _ set 
some years uwgo by Sir John Ashley in 
the great pedestrian matches at Agri- 
cultural Hall, London.

The star performance of the evening 
was the breaking of the world’s indoor 
record for one mile by Harry Elkes of 
Glen Falls, N. Y. He rode the distance, 
paced by tandems, in 1:502-5, cutting 
three and three-fifths seconds of Simp- 
kins’s recor’.

Previous to the start of the contest.

on the back stretch. Here they placed 
their kitchen outfits, for all the cook- 
ing is done at the track side, many cf 
the riders not intending to leave the 
track for three days. 

Tuhville, Pierce, Waller and Miller 
say that under no conditions will they 
dismount until in the lead.

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—The Whit> Star-line 
steamer Germanic sank at her pier in North 
River this evening and is now lying there, 
partiaily submerged. The accident is said to 
have been due to the heavy coating of ice 
which formed on the steamer. The continuc! 
loading of coal, combined with the heavy 
weight of the ice, caused the etgamer to list 
and slowly sink to the bottcm. It is said 
that no one is ep 

The Germanic fis resting on the bottcem cf 
what the sailor calls an “eight-degree’ list. 
The steamer came into the harbor Saturday 
covered with ice, and when uer cargo was 
emptied she was top-heavy. 

A large gang of men worked all day yester- 
day coaling the ship, and were at this task 
when the accident occurred. They say that 
most of the coal was on the port side, whica 
made the ship list. 

A small hurricane struck the river at 9:30 
p.m., causing the vezsel to roll away oven to 
port, submerging the opening coal holes and 
permitting her to ship a great deal of water 
into her burkers. The tide was low and the 
Germanic grounded. It is said that she is 
not damaged and will be all right as soon as 
the water is pumped out. This will be ac- 
complished before noon tomorrow. 

The Germanic was built in Belfast in July, 
1894. She is 445 feet long and 42.2 feet in 
breadth and thirty-four depth of hold.

“INIQUITOUS LAW.” 


W. A. SPALDING SO TERMS THE 
VACCINATION RULE. 


He Makes a Dramatic Appeal to the 
Benard of Edueation for His 
Child—School Dircctors Adopt 
Modifying Resolutions, 


“Enforce the iniquitous law, gentlemen, go 
ahcad, and drive your citizens away from 
Los Angeles.’’ With these words W. A. 
Spalding bowed an adieu to the Board of 
Educat'on meeting last evening and left the 
hall, slamming the door behind him. Mr. 
Spalding had spoken to the board relative to 
the enforcement af the vaccination law on 
children who are physically unable to be 
vaccinated. He eaid he had a boy, whom 
the physician had refused to inoculate, and 
he protested against having him kept from 
echool. After hearing his rather touching 
a>peal on behalf of his child, however, the 
board refused to modify its action, and it 
was then that Mr. Spalding made his dra- 
matic speech. He said 

‘Well I suppose the law is all right, but 
I claim the right to enter my protest to its 
erforcement. I feel outraged and I think 
that tne law is an iniquitous one. 

“{ have been imposed upon more than 


once since living in Los Angeles. I have 
been here for twenty-five and have 
scen the town grow from a small Mexican 
vViilage into a prosperous city. have been 


driven from my home by the encroachments 
of the oil wells, and I had no redress. Now 
my children are to be driven from the’ pub- 
lic schocls through the enforcement of this 
most unjust law. . No, I cannot suggest any 
method whereby it can be avoided. We 
all have to submit to unjust laws when they 
are enforced. After having lost my home 
through them, and now that my children 
ere to lose the privileges of the public 
schcol for the support of which am 
taxed, I feel that there is no longer a place 
for me in this city. Enforce the iniquitous 
law, gentlemen; go ahead, and drive your 
citizens away from Los Angeles.’’ 

For fuliy ten seconds afier Mr. Spalding 
had left the room there was not a word 
tage by any member of the board. Then 
the regular order of ‘business was proceeded 
with. Prior to the appeal of Mr. Spalding 
the board had decided -that the rule as 
made shou!d stand, but the last thing before 
adjournment the following resolutions were 
yassed, although their presentation caused 
no small -amount of controversy: 

“Whereas, according to the reports of 
physicians, many children are not at pres- 
ent in physical condition to warrant vacci- 
na‘ion at this time, and whereas, a rigid 
enforcement of the present law touching 
vaccination would compel the exclusion of 
these children from the schools, 

‘‘Resolved, that in all’cases where a rezu- 
larly leensed physician shall certify that 
in his opinion a child’s health is such as to 
render vaccination dangerous at this time, 
ths law as to such children shall not be en- 
foresd for the period cf thirty days, pro- 
vided that the parent or guardian shall 
agree that vaccination shall be done as socn 
as the cbild’s physical condition will per- 
mit; and provided further that in the opin- 
ion of the Board of Health such action by 
the Board of Education may be taken wi-h- 
out danger.”’ 

There was only one dissenting vote to the 
resolutions, that ef Dr. W. H. Stearns, al- 
though Director Wincup did not vote. The 
cther members of the board, barring Charlies 
Udell, who was absent, voted for the reso- 
lutions. A coincidence in connection with 
the passing cf the resolutions was the fact 
that they were offered and seconded by the 
fame directors who had made and seconded 
the motion that the Superintendent of 
Schoole be instructed at the expiration of 
the limit cf time for vaccination, February 
10, to inst:uct principals and teachers to 
exclude all children from the schools who 


ehad not complied with the law in regard to 


vaccination, which motion was paesed at an 
informal meeting of the board February 6. 
It was this motion which the hoard had 
agrced to let stand, when Mr. Spaiding made* 
his dramatic recital. 

In addition to the discussion of the emall- 
pox situation and the action taken as to 
vaccination of the children, the board ée- 
cided that two janitors and one teacher, 
who are residents in the quarantine district 
of the city, should not be kept from attend- 
ing to their duties in the public schools. 

The report of the finance committee which 
approved bills for $3,467.23, was apnroved by 
the board, and the secretary was instructed 
to make vouchers for the various amounts 
which composed the indebtedness. Super- 
intendent Foshay reported that the quaran- 
tiring of a section of the city had made a 
d.ff-rence of 1489 in the average daily at- 
tendance petween the fifth and _ fourth 
months of the ecbool year. The report, 
which closed with a statistical report af nt. 
tendance for the last month, was filed by 


the board, as was also one directing the 
changing of several teachers from ane grade 


to another or from one part of the 
enother. 

Tho Building Superintendent was 
structed to go ahead with the work of fur- 
nishing two rooms in the old building on 
New Macy street for use as a library and 
lecture 100m for the echool children. The 
lighting of the rooms was left to the discre- 
tion cf the Building Committee. On mo- 
tion of Judge Hendrick it was decided to es- 
tabiish an eighth grede in the Union Avenue 
school. President Davis appointed a com-” 
mittee of four members of the board to look 
into the system of purchasing and distribut- 
ing schceol supplies, and to adopt means 
whereby a better method could be procured 
for transacting this business. Bicycles will 
not be allowed to stand in the halls of the 
school buildings hereafter. This was de- 
cided by the board, after several of the mem- 
bers had told how upon visiting the various 
schools they had found some of the halls 
congested with wheels, belonging to the pu- 


There will be a special meeting of the 
board tomorrow evening, when it will meet 
as a conference to discuss, with several 
leading educational men, the advisability of 
building a new School in this city. 
It is probable that this course of action will 
be decided on or that the meeting will re- 
eult in the removal from the present High 
School building of the ninth grade which is 
now ccecupying rooms here,

HEASLTH MATTERS. 


No Quorum at the Board of Health 
Meeting Last Night. 

There was not a quorum at the reg- 
ular meeting of the Board of Health 
last night, and it is in doubt whether 
a meeting will be held at noon today. 
Health Officer Powers and Mayor Eaton 
were on haud for the meeting last 
evening, and devoted a half-hour to 
talking over the situation regarding the 
public health. They said that condi- 
tions at the smallpox hospital were 
very encouraging. All but one of the 
patients are out of danger, and several 
of them are now walking around out 
of doors ~ while convalescent. There 
are several houses from which people 
have been taken while suffering from 
the disease which are still under a 
rigid quarantine, and it would not be 
surprising if there were a few more 
cases of the disease in those houses, 
though so far as the general public is 
concerned, the officials feel that there 
is a very satisfactory condition. There 
were no new cases yesterday, and no 
suspected cases were reported, except 
one, which is thought to be varioloid, 
and which developed in a nouse from 
which a smallpox patient had been re- 
moved. 


Health Officer Powers reported that | 


he is receiving a number of certificates 
from’ physicians, certifying that cer- 
tain children are not in a - physical 
condition to be vaccinated, but that he 
has notified Superintendent Foshay 
that he has no authority to take any 
cognizance of such certificates. 

Milo M. Potter appeared to complain 
against certain stables inthe rear of 
the Van Nuys Annex, from which foul 
smells come, rendering the places pub- 
lic nuisances. Sanitary Inspector Wil- 
liams stated that he had inspected the 
stables, and he concurred in the state- 
ments of Mr. Potter. It was under- 
stood that action would be taken at 
once to abate the nuisance, probably 
compelling the owners of the stables 
to make connections with the sewers.

There was an evident thrill of antici-

West is dead 
set against the “beard of highway rob- 
bers,”’ as he terms the State Bureau 
of Highways. for, in the first place, he 
asks, “what have-they done?” Sec. 
ondly, hie thinks their proposition, em- 
bodied in Melick’s Assembly Bill No. 
602, to give the State 00 per cent. of all 
the money raised in any district for 
road taxes, is an outrage, for, as his 
district extends 200 miles to the Colo- 
rado fiver, he is afraid he would be 
ditched so far as improvements were 
concerned under the plan. 

Melick says «his is a mistake, for by 
companion bill. Assembly Bill No. 582, 
he provides that all moneys raised from 


road taxes or road poll taxes shall be 


expended fo: the benefit of districts 
wherein raised. West is also against 
the new County Government Bill, hold- 
ing that the law should stand as at 
present and with county salaries un- 
changed.

Should Be Abolliehed, 

A gentleman who has had ten years’ 
experience as police judge in this city, 
in discussing the bill introduced in the 
State Legislature by Senator Nutt of 
San Diego, providing for the abolish- 
ment-<of trial by jury in cases of 
Vagrancy and minor misdemeanor 
charges, expresses the opinion that the 
passage of the bill would undoubtedly 
acerue to the benefit of Californian 
municipalities. He says: 


“A manifest and material hardship 
has long been impesed upon the citi- 


, zens of Los Angeles through lack of 


such legislation. The Police Court of 
this city, composed of two departments, 
with two judges, has a large burden 


imposed upon it, while to the citizens 


who are called upon to serve as jurors 
in one or both of said courts, to de- 
termine, in a majority of cases, the 
simple question whether a defendant 
has lived in and about houses of ill

THE WAR INVESTIGATION. 

So full have been the press reports 
of the testimony brought out at the 
sessions of the commission which has, 
for more than four months past, been 
engaged in investigating the conduct 
of the war, that the report of the com- 
mission, as submitted, contains vir- 
tually no findings that were not ex- 
pected. This publication of the testi- 
mony, from time to time, in the press 
dispatches, so far anticipated the find- 
ings of the commission that compara- 
tively little interest is taken by the 
general public in its final report. 
Nevertheless, the report is an Interest- 
ing document as containing a mass of 
facts, testified to under cath by va- 
rious persons connected in an official 
capacity with the conduct of the war. 
These facts, thus ascertained officially, 
will be of much value when the his- 
tory of the war shall at length be 
written. They are also of much pres- 
ent value in throwing light upon some 
dark places, and correcting some mis- 
apprehensions. 

The work of the commission appears 
to have been very thorough, so far as 
concerns the examination of witnesses 
and the search for facts, in general, 
bearing upon the conduct of the war. 
The report is voluminous, containing 
65,000 words. It could hardly have 
been expected to be otherwise than 
lengthy, taking into account the wide 
scope of the investigation. Practically 
all the heads of departments in the 
War Department were either person- 
ally interrogated or required to sub- 
mit written reports, and the commis- 
gioners freely invited all persons hav- 
ing knowledge or belief of any official 
wrong or dereliction to submit their 
statements in writing, accompanied by 
such proof as they could furnish A 
great mass of letters, affidavits, news- 
paper articles, sermons, etc., were re- 


ceived and patiently considered. In 
all, 485 witnesses were examined, in 
addition to the formidable array of 


documentary evidence disposed of. 

In reporting their findings, the com- 
missioners say, at the beginning, that 
“there has been no evidence before us 
that any one in or connected with the 
War Department has dishonestly re- 
ceived a dollar.” Persistent efforts 
were made to secure reliable evidence 
on this point, but none, it seems, was 
forthcoming. The report says: 

“No testimony has been _ presented 
showing intentional neglect of duty 
nor any attempt to serve persona! in- 
terests. The charges made that the 
Secretary of War was privately in- 
terested in the contracts, purchases 
and other transactions of the War 
Department, have been thoroughiy 
examined and found baseless. 

“In the judgment of the commission 
there was lacking in the general ad- 
ministration of the War Department 
during the continuance of the war with 
Spain that complete grasp of the sit- 
uation which was esseniial to the 
highest efficiency and discipline of the 
army. 

“The commission has refrained from 
criticising certain of ‘the heads of 
bureaus for not having acted with 
foresight in preparing their various 
departments for active war before war 
was actually declared, because it has 
@ppeared that the nationa! defense 
funds provided by the act of March 9, 
1898, was not made available for use 
except for the navy and for coast de- 
em fenses, and the expenditures’ thereto 

Mm until after the declaration of war.” 
™ Thus, while Mr. Alger emerges, un- 
“eponvicted, from the direct charges of 
Weorruption in connection with army 
Sontracts, he is virtually accused of 
ompetency. Although this accusa- 
m is couched in the mildest possible 
Mme, it is none the less true. There 
wan an evident desire on the part of 
theweommission to shield Mr. Alger, 


but the fact of his unfitness for th 
position of Secretary of War was so 
conspicuous that it could not be ig- 
nered, concealed, nor explained away. 
Under the circumstances, Mr. Alge? 
was let down much more gently than 


| he had any right to expect. 


One of the recommendations of the 
commission which appears to be both 
wise and timely, is that the law should 
be so amonded as to give the Presi- 
dent the right to call into active cery- 


ice any retired officer in time of war. 


This right exists as to retired officers 
of the navy, and there would seem to 
be no good.reason why it should not 
also exist as to officers on the retired 
list of the army, whose advice and as- 
sistance would be invaluable in grave 
emergencies. 

Some of the more important find- 
ings of the commission may be sum- 
marized as_ follows: The routine 
work in the War Department is foucd 
to be far beyond what is necessary, 
and thorough reform in this regard is 
held to be essential. “One of the les- 
sons taught by the war is that the 
country should hereafter be in a bet- 
ter state of preparation for war,” and 
in this connection it is recommended 
that certain supplies, especially thcs2 
which cannot be rapidly obtained in 
the open market, should constantly be 
kept on hand. 

As a means of doing away -with the 
friction in the War Department, due 
to “divided authority and responsibil- 


ingly the recommendation of Gen. 
Schofield, to the effect that the, com- 
manding general of the army should 
“abandon all pretense of being the 
commanding general,” and should con- 
tent himself with “acting as the chief 
of staff of the army under the Secre- 
tary of War and the President.” The 
report adds that “neither the Presi- 
dent nor the Secretary of War should 
have in command of the army an ot- 
ficer who is not working in harmony 
with him.” This is obviously a rap at 
Gen. Miles. But the question raised 
is not by any means settled by the 
views of the commission, which is 
plainly desirous of vindicating Alger 
at the expense of Gen. Miles, so far 
as there has been friction between the 
Secretary of War and the commanding 
general of the army. The conclusions 
of the commission on this polnt are 
far from convincing. 3 

The commissioners find that the 
adjutant-general’s department was 
conducted with great efficiency, and 
that “in the distribution of many mii- 
lions of dollars in the war, there has 
yet to be made the first charge of 
defalcation against an army officer, 
regular, or volunteer.” The inspect- 
or-general’s department is found to 
have been “not so efficient as it ought 
to have been,’ and Gen. Miles is 
blamed for failing to order inspectiozs 
as directed to do by Alger. 

The quartermasier-general’s depart- 
ment was unprepared for the ‘hercu- 
lean task which devolved upon it 
with the outbreak of the war. Many 
mistakcs were made, and more or less 
inefficiency was manifest, which is ex- 
cused, in part, by the unprecedented 
conditions which prevailed at the be- 
ginning of the war, and the general 
unpreparedness of the country to meet 
thoze conditions, Transportation 
facilities, both by land and by water, 
were insufficient, and to that fact is 
attributed, chiefly, the shortage of 
medical and food supplies in the San- 
tiago campaign. The report says: 

“The testimony shows that the 
transports arrived off the south coast 
of Cuba near Santiago, on June 21; that 
the pack trains were landed on June 
22; that the first wagons were landed 
on June 25, and that the landing.of 
the latter was continued more rapidly 
than they could be set up on short 
notice, and that, in fact, some of these 
that were landed were never set up 
at all. Gen. Chaffee testified that on 
July 1, at the battle of El Caney, ten 
days after the arrival of the fleet, there 
were no ambulances or wagons avail- 
able, and that the roads were so hor- 
rible that they could mot reach the 
front. 

“It is plainly evident that this army 
of 17,000 men, disembarked in the face 
of an enemy in a hostile country, and 
rapidly thrown. forward against a 
well-armed force, was painfully de- 
ficient in land transportation, but in 
spite of the absence of this almost 
absolutely-necessary portion of the 
equipment of a well-trained command, 
it drove the enemy before it, cantur- 
ing their outpcests, pushed them behind 
their main defences, drove their fieet 
from Santiago absolute de- 
struction, as it faced the navy of our 
country, and, finally, after gallant 
fighting under a tropical sun, omid 
most adverse conditions, captured a

Commissary-General Eagan. The con- 


clusiens of the commissicners are 
summed up as follows: 

“In view of the facts above set forih 
the commission is of the opinion that 
no refrigerated beef furnished by con- 
tractors and issued to the troops dur- 
ing the war with Spain, was subjected 
‘to cr treated with any chemicals by 
ihe contractors or those in their em- 
ploy.” 

In conclusion, the report makes a 
very strong showing of results accom- 
plished under adverse conditions, by 
summarizing the achievements of the 
Santiago campaign, as follows: 

“The result of the Santiago cam- 
paign was the complete realization of 
the several objects contemplated: 
“The capture of the city with its 
fortifications and munitions of war, 
together with immense supplies of fcod 
stuffs and ammunition (the former 
estimated by Gen. Wood at 1,200,000 
rations;) the surrender of the entire 
province of Santiago de Cuba, with all 
the troops garrisoning the same 
(amounting as already stated to be- 
tween 23,000 and 24,000;) the destruc- 
tion of the navy of Admiral Cervera’s 
fleet after its departure from the har- 
bor, and the general demoralization of 
the Spanish forces and the discomfiture 
of the Spanish government and people, 
leading almost immediately to over- 
tures for peace by Spain. All this was 
necomplished without the loss of a 
prisoner, a gun or a color, and with a 
list of casualties aggregating in killei 
less than 250, and in wounded less than 
1400—losses which in comparison with 
results are less than ever heretofore 
incurred in modern warfare. 

“It should be added also that the 
‘otal deaths in battle, from wounds 
and disease from the beginning to the 
end of the episode aggregated less than 
°000—only a fraction over 1 per cent.” 
Surely, no war in the history of our 
warring race was ever fought out un- 
der fike conditions with similar re- 
suis. Notwithstanding all the discom- 
forts, disadvantages and  discourage- 
ments under which they labored, the 
heroes of the Santiago campaign ac- 
complished marvelous results with in- 
credibly slight losses, as compared to 
these résults, covering themselves and 
the American name with imperishable 
glory. 


“NATIONAL FARMERS’ PARTY.”’ 

A movement has been started at 
Avon, Ill., for the organization of a 
political party to be known as_ the 
“National Farmers’ Party.” At a 
gathering recently held at that place 
a temporary organization was affected, 
and a “declaration of principles’ was 
adopted containing the following: 

“We hold that the rule of minority 
classes is contrary to the spirit of our 


institutions and destructive to cur 
rights. 


“We hold that the only free and just 
government is that in which the law- 
making bodies are composed of direct 
representatives from such industries 
or occupations as have a majority of 
the votes in the Congressional and leg- 
islative districts defined by our Con- 
stitution and the laws of our States. 

“With an abiding faith in the truth 
and justice of our belief, we appeal 
to every farmer in the United States 
to join hands with us in effecting our 
purpose, which is the nomination and 
election of farmers as members of 
Congress, and farmers as memtlers of 
our Legislature. Agriculture being 
the chief industry of the United States, 
the immensity and importance of our 
interests demand prompt and energetic 
action. To that end we urge an ex- 
pression of opinion from farmers of 
this country as tothe necessity. of 
holding a convention at the earliest 
and most convenient time and place 
to discuss our condition and to adopt 
such measures and take such action 
as May seem necessary.” 

The object of this proposed organft- 
zation, as a matter of course, is to 
save the country. But it is doubtful 
if this object, however”laudable, will 
be accomplished by the means pro- 
posed. The organizers of this move- 
ment have made a wrong beginning. 
They are proceeding upon, an unsound 
principle. Their premises are fa'se, 
and their deductions are nocessarily 
sO. 
Carried to its logical conclusions, 
their movement would result in a gcv- 
‘ernment, not “of the people, by the 
people, and for the people,” but in a 
government of the farmers, by the 
farmers, and for the farmers.” It is 
hardly necessary to say that the time 
has not yet arrived for_converting tho 
United States govertithent into 
sort of a political machine. 

Farmers, lawyers, editors, doctors, 
carpenters, blacksmiths—all are, or 
should be, American citizens first, and 
farmers, lawyers, etc., afterward, § If 
the farmers are more numerous than 
any other class of citizens, they should 
be able, if they huve the right kind 
of material among them, to secure 
their proportionate representation in 
Congress, in State Legislatures, and 
in other representative bodies. But 
no craft, trade, profession, or occupa- 
tion is broad enough to form the 
basis of a national political party. The 
National Tailors’ Party would be as 
feasible an organization as the Na- 
tional Farmers’ Party, It is a pretty 
scheme, but it won't pan out in prac- 
tical politics. 


As the suggestion for a “legislative 
conference” comes from the Suacra- 
mento Record-Union,-the kept news- 
paper of the Southern Pacifiee€’om- 
pany, our representatives at Sacra- 
mento may well look into the thing 
with considérable care before ae- 
cepting it. The cue for the suggestion 
doubtless came from Dan Burns or. 
“Webfoot” Herrin via ‘Millsy.”

The Anti-Cartoon Law. 


[Ontario Observer:] It is not likely 
to make material difference to this 
paper whether the anti-cartoon bill now 
pending before the Legislature passes 
or not, but, as a matter of principle, 
we hope that it will net. The carica- 
turist wields a greater influence in 
shaping the destinies of the nation 
than the editor. The master of the art 
can make a single carjoon convey more 
meaning than can by faultless logic be 
explained in a whole column. The 
caricature appeals to one directly with- 
out any of the intervening processes 
of mental activity necessary to grasp 
the meaning of a written article, and it 
reaches people who never read the most 
able editorial ever written. Nast and 
Keepler hold warmer places in the 
popular heart than any of the most 
skillful masters of what are ordinarily 
termed the higher arts. It has been 
conceded that the overthrow of Boss . 
Tweed and the corrupt Tammany rule 
in New York City was principally ate 
tributable to the caricatures by Thomas 
Nast; and, on the other hand, the 
downfall of Conkling and Platt was 
to no one due so much as to Josenh 
Keepler. Certainly the catoonist may 
be a power for evil, as indeed who and 
what may not, but history has shown 
that he has also wrought a great deal 
of good in the world, and shall we 
set barriers against the consumma- 
tion of great good because of the possi- 
bility of minor evil? . 

It seems to the Observer that this 
effort to prohibit the practice of the 
caricaturist’s are in California is of 
a nature most narrow and Puritanical. 
Suppose public men do chafe under the 
lash of the cartoonist’s keen satire; 
may not the sensibilities of any indi- 
vidual be sacrificed for the public good? 
It is a sufficient answer that in their 
public careers men should not leave 
themselves open to attacks that can cut 
so deeply. 

We live in a nation which is governed 
by popular sentiment. Whatever may 
be the more beautiful theories on the 
point, it is a fact that our people are 
not keen in their sense of public obli- 
gations, and that as citizens they are 
slow to rise equal to the exigencies of 
a system of self-government. It re- 
quires more than a passive exposition * 
of the merits of a public question to 
overcome the inertia of natural indif- 
ference; the soul must be fired and men 
stirred to action by a fulness of the 
knowledge of their responsibilities as 
citizens of a free government. And so 
we say that it matters nothing if the 
caricaturist does not depict Gov. Gage’s 
coiffure with scrupulous exactness of 
his pompadour. It very likely serves 
a good purpose, and, if so, is justifiable; 
and so of Bryan and Maguire and Han- 
na and McKinley. _

OHIO MURDER MYSTERY. 
Woman Supposed to Have Caused @ 


Fireman’s Death, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


CLEVELAND (O.,) Feb. 13.—Peter 
Gerbrandt, night fireman at the Shunt 
Stamping Works on Hickox street, was 
found dead in the boiler-room of the 
plant early today, having been stabbed 
through the heart. The crime is 
shrouded in mystery. The motive of 
the crime evidently was not burglary, 
for Gerbrandt’s money and watch were 
found on his body.

COUNCILMEN CANNOT AGREE 
OVER A GARBAGE CONTRACT. 


Prospective Didders Shut Ont Under 
Present Specifications—Fran- 
chise Petitioned For. 


COURT ROASTS AN ATTORNEY. 


PROSECUTION FALLS FLAT IN THE 
BIERESHIMER CASES. 


The Trial of Teresa Kerr Begins in 
Department One—A Homestead 
That Changed Its Character 
on Successive Days. 


The consideration of the proposed 
new contract for the removal of gar- 
bage from the city caused the most 
Vigorous discussion in the City Coun- 


‘cil that has occurred since the present 


Council has been in office. A number 
of prospective bidders asserted before 
the body that they had been shut out 
from bidding by the wording of the 
specifications, although they had a 
system that was equal or superior to 
anything that was contemplated in the 
specifications. In spite of the oppo- 
sition of four of the members, the 
bids were opened and referred to the 


Board of Public Works. 


An echo of the morning wrangle 
over the garbage matters came up in 
the afternoon session when a petition 
was filed asking that instead of mak- 
ing the collection of garbage the sub- 
ject of a three-year contract, a fran- 
chise for its removal for a period of 
twenty-five years be advertised for, 
and sold to the highest bidder. That 
matter, too, went to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, and when that body meets 
Friday the entire garbage question 
will be discussed not only by the mem- 
bers of that committee, but by other 
Councilmen as well. 

In order to finally perfect arrange- 
ments for beginning work on the Third- 
street tunnel, the Council will meet 
in adjourned session Wednesday morn- 
ing. The grade of a portion of Third 
street is to be established and other 
conditions of the stipulation with Wil- 
liam Ferguson will be complied with. 
The contract will be awarded soon 
afterward, and the work will com- 
mence within a few days thereafter. 

The matter of the selection of the 
two remaining engine hous=® sites’ was 
again postponed by the Council yester- 
day. It will be taken up by the Board 
of Public Works at its regular meet- 
ing Friday. 

The abandonment of proceedings for 
the opening of an alley from Fourth 
to Fifth street between Broadway and 
Hill streets was ordered yesterday on 
condition that the interested property- 
owners will pay the costs of the pro- 
ceedings within two weeks. The costs 
will amount to abowt $800. This mat- 
ter has been before the Council in one 
form or another for more than a 
year. 

An ordinance has been presented by 
one of the electrical companies to 
regulate the making of excavations in 
the streets. It is asserted by the 
company that its underground wires 
are frequently interfered with to the 
danger of the workingmen making the 
excavations, and also tu the machines 
in the company’s power house. 

Hereafter no bid for street work or 
other public contracts’ will be con- 
sidered unless the necessary revenue 
stamps are attached to the bond or 
certified check accompanying it. 

The Mayor, in a message to the 
Council yesterday, informed that body 
that an excellent location for a stock- 
ade in which to accommodate members 
of the chain gang while at work in 
Elysian Park had been selected. The 
matter of preparing plans for the 
stockade was referred to the Building 
Superintendent.

FEW BIDDERS FAVORED. 


DIVISION IN THE COUNCIL OVER 
THE NEW GARBAGE CONTRACT, 


Bids Opened Despite Opposition of 
the Minority—Alley Contest Con- 
ditionally Settled—Work on the 
Third-street Tunnel Soon to Be- 

gin, 


The opening of bids for a new garbage 
disposal contract and the discussion 
which followed were the features of 
‘he regular session of the Council yes- 
‘erday. An opportunity was afforded 
the Cer.r-7! to open the new contract 
w competition that might possibly give 
better service or cheaper rates and 
possibly both. As was stated in The 
Times several days ago, an effort was 
nade to have the San Francisco plan 
wiopted here. For the present, how- 
ver, the Council will consider only bids 
winder the specifications on which the 
present contract is based. A demand 
jas been made that a franchise for 
the disposal of garbage be granted, or 
it least a4hat it be opened to full com- 
petition. The matter has been referred 
the Board of Public Works and at 
e next regular session of that body 
he entire subject will be discussed in 
ill its phases. With the exception of

CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 

ecompanying the report of «he City 
Bitorney were a number of ordinances 
geich he had been directed to present 


ordinance adopted last August, pro- 
viding for the abandonment of a portion 
of the ganja on Weert Adams street 
near Hoover, the purpose of the repeal 
being to reéstablish sa, portionrof that 
zanja for use. The new ordinance was 
adopted without division. An ordinance 
was also adopted prohibiting the driv- 
ing on the paved roadways of St. 
James Park of heavy trucks, vans. etc. 
The final ordinance ordering the open- 
ing of an alley in the block bounded 
by Third, Main, Fourth and Spring 
streets and appointing commissioners 
to assess the damages and benefits to 


property was also adopted, On recom- 
mendation of the City Attorney the 
Council authorized the filing of dis- 


claimers in the cases of Alice and 
Charles Gollmer ys. the city ef Los An- 
geles; C. B. and Amanda F. Fenton vs. 
the city, and Alfred W. F. Peyton 
against the city. Each of these actions 
are proceedings to quiet title to real 
esiate in which the city has no title or 
interest. As to the recent decision of 
the Police Court with reference to the 
supposed intersection of Temple and 
Spring streets, frequently called ‘Shan- 
non’s Point,”’ the attorney’ reported as 
follows: 

“In a recent case brought before the 
Police Court it was discovered that the 
ordinances prohibiting the driving faster 
than on a walk across certain street 
intersections in this city do not em- 
brace that portion of Spring street just 
opposite the Temple Block, as such 
portion of Spring street is not inter- 
sected by Temple street, Temple street 
officially terminating at the - westerly 
line of Spring street. As the driving 
faster than a walk over this portion of 
Spring street, Owing to its narrowness, 
is extremely dangerous, I have prepared 
and submit herewith an ordinance em- 
bracing that portion of Spring street 
Within ithe prohibition and would 
recommend the adoption of the same.” 
The ordinance was adopted. 

The City Clerk called attention to 
the fact that althoveh iinal 
ordinance has been adopted ordering 
the construction of a sidewalk on the 
west side of Flower street between 
Ninth and Tenth, the work had been 
done by private contract. On his 
recommendation the proceedings were 
abandoned. The clerk a's) \inform:d 
the Council that it was in order to ap- 
point the commissioners for the open- 
ing of that portion of Burlinetcn 
avenue between Sixth and Maryland 
Streets. Action on the matter was de- 
ferred, however, until the members 
who. have the naming of these com- 
missioners can confer on the subiect. 

With reference to the petition from 
the residents of the smaller towns 
reached by the San Fernando road 
asking the Council.to abate the nui:- 
ances caused by the presence on that 
road of a number of fertilizer estab- 
lishments, the Board of Heilth p-e- 
sented a resolution renewing its recom- 
mendation made several weeks aro 
that all dead animals in the city be 
disposed of by cremation. The mat- 


ter was referred to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. 


DESERVES MORE PAY. 


The Board of Police Commiss‘oners 
Sent a communication to the Council 
requesting that the salary ordiniunce 
be so amended as to increase the sal- 
ary of Police Matron Mrs. Grav frcm 
$50 to $60 per month, the commission- 
ers unanimously adopted this recom- 
mendation at their last meeting, and 
expressed the opinion that the increase 
is a most deserved one. The matter 
was referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee, two of the members of which 
have expressed themselves as favoring 
the proposed change. 

MORE TIME DEMANDED. 

The Board of Fire Commissioners 
in a communication to the Coun!) 
presented a recommendation that in 
the selection of the two sites for new 
engine houses which rema'n to b> 
chosen. the Council accept the Rowan 
bid for property adjoining Hotel Lin- 
coln on Hill street near Second, and 
for a site in the Eighth Ward that ihe 
Wilcox property on the north side of 
Aliso street between Los Angele» and 
Alameda streets be accepted. The 
price of the first site is $15,000, and of 
the other $7500, the latter including a 
large brick building. now used as a 
livery stable. Councilman Todd does 
not favor the Aliso street site pro- 
posed by the Fire Commissioners, and 
has been making every effo-t to have 
the Council purchase a piece of prop- 
erty east of Alameda street instead, 
despite the objections of those di- 
rectly interested in fire department 
matters. who assert that to place an 
engine house beyond the Southern Pa- 
cific tracks would be to endanger the 
lives of the firemen. When the com- 
munication from the Fire Commission- 
ers was read yesterday Mr. Tod4d 
moved that part of the report which 
referred to the selection of the Al's» 
street property be referred to the 
Board of Public Works, and that the 
selection of the other site be made a 
special order of business for 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon. Councilman Vetter 
objected to this course, saying there 
was no reason why the Hill street 
property should not be considered at 
once. He therefore moved that the 
matter be taken up at once, but the 
motion was not seconded. Counci'’- 
men Toll objected to dividing the two 
propositions, declaring that one de- 
pended upon the other, and that hoth 
should be considered together. He 
asked Mr. Todd why he desired to again 
refer the matter to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. and was informed that it 
was desired that a further investi- 
gation be made of the matter. Coun- 
cilman Blanchard said he had on- 
sulted Fire Commissioner Kuhrts and 
Chief Moore, both of whom 4esired 
that the action of the Council be post- 
poned for at least a week. Mr. Toll 
therefore moved that both matters be 
refered to the Board of Pubic Works, 
to report at se next meeting. The 
motion prevailed. 

At fing request of the Board of Park 
Commissioners the City Engineer was 
directed to make a survey of the new 
Sixth Ward Park. The lines of this 
park have not been well defined, and 
it is desired that the limits of the 
tract be established so that the work 
of planting trees may be commenced 
at once. It is the intention of. the 
Park Board to plant a large numoveer 
of trees there so that they may | 
growing while the Council is wait ng 
to provide funds for the complete im- 
provement of the park. 

City Blectricion Francis informed 
the Council that the San Gabriel Elec- 
trical Company had completed the 
work of making connections With the 
City Jail building, and, as is required 
under the terms of its franchise, Is how 
lighting that building free. Chairman 


had noticed certain bills for gas used 
in that building. He moved that the 
Chief of Police be directed to have the 
entire building electrically eonnected to 
as to make the use of gas there un- 


necessary. The metion was ndopted. 
FINANCE COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


The Finance Committee to whom 
had been referred the request of the 
Board of Park Commissioners nsking 
that there be included in the roster of 
the park employés a foreman at Fre- 
mont gate, with a salary of $2.25 per 
day, reported recommending that the 
request be granted, and that the hec- 
essary amendment be made to the ex- 
isting salary ordinances. The commit- 
tee also recommended that the peti- 
tion of A. R. Brown for a rebate of 
$5.20 by reason of erroneous assess- 
ment of improvements on realty when 
the realty referred to was not im- 
proved, be granted. The report was 
concurred in.

specifications call for the cremation of 
all garbage specifying that one vf tour 
styles of crematories must, be used. 
Since the adoption of these tnpecifica- 
tions an effort has been made by rt 
least two companies to nave the spec- 
ifications so amended as io tnake it 
possible for them to bid. The efforts 
were made privately .and while tome 
of the Councilmen favored letting the 
companies in on the competition and 
getting as many bids as possible on 
the new contract, others Opposed :ny 
change and the only course left open 
to those whe were shut out from bid- 
ding under the specifications was that 
of appealing to the entire Council in 
open session. 

Ex-City Attorney Dunn appeared 
yesterday morning just before the time 
for opening the bids, and ealled the 
attention of the Council to the fact 
that the new specifications were hot 
such as would give the best results. 
He said they included the collection of 
garbage twice or thrice a week 
throughout the entire city, and this 
would necessitate a service in the out- 
lying districts which would certainly 
increase the cost of the entire contract. 
He suggested a number of changes in 
that part of the specifications that pro- 
vided for the manner in which gar- 
bage shall be. collected. As to the 
method of finally disposing of the rar- 
bage, Mr. Dunn said he represented a 
process that was so unlike what the 
specifications provided for that he was 
unable to submit a bid. He was very 
anxious to submit a proposal to the 
Council, and assured the members that 
if his system was given a trial it would 
not only result in better rervice, but 
would prevent the expenditure by »er- 
sons living in this city of iarge »ums 
for fertilizers, as they would be rble 
to secure from the company he :epre- 
sented such a commodity at a rate far 
cheaper than the present market Price 
of it. Asked to explain his system, he 


said it was a method of disposing of 


garbage by the use of acids and fire in 
such a manner as to consume all of 
the garbage and leave n residuum, 
which would have a great rommercial 
value. He suggested that 't would be 
of advantage to the city to at least zive 
those who desired to bid an opportu- 
nity to do so, whether their bids were 
favorably considered or not. 

J. W. Northup of San Francisco asked 
permission to address the Council. He 
said he had come hereto present a 
bid but upon reading the specifications 
he had discovered that he could not 
bid, for the reason that the call for 
bids specified that only one of four 
kinds of crematories could be used, 
and, although he believed he had a 
*tvle of crematory that was superior 
to any mentioned, he could not sub- 
mit a proposal. He asked whether this 
was fair to all prospective contractors, 
and expressed the opinion that it would 
be better for the city to allow all the 
competition that could be secured. He 
is interested in the San Francisco con- 
tract for the removal of garbage, and 
in response to questions by Council- 
men he said by his system the garbage 
itself was made the fuel for its own 
incineration. All kinds of garbage was 
collected, and it was not necessary for 
a housekeeper to separate the garbage 
the use of one receptacle in which to 
deposit ashes, swill and other refuse 
material, being all that is necessary. All 
he wanted was an opportunity to bid 
and he therefore asked that the Coun- 
cil so amend the specifications as to 
permit him to do so. 

Councilman Toll favored throwing the 
matter open to all the competition that 
could be secured. “‘The people of the 
city now have to keep three or four 
garbage cans,’’ said he, “and have to 
separate the different kinds of garbage 
according to the wishes of the contrac- 
tor. If all of it was burned this would 
not be necessary, but now it is well 
known that a large portion of what 1s 
collected is fed to hogs. The contract 
prohibits this, but the contract is not 
observed. This hog feeding with gar- 
bage-should be stopped. It can do no 
harm to defer action until we can 
get a contract to our liking.”’ 

He moved that arrangements b>? made 
for a continuation of the existing con- 
tract until at the beginning of the 
next fiscal year a new contract could 
be secured, which would not contain 
the objectionable features of the con- 
tract. He said the matter could go to 
the Board of Public Works; in the bean- 
time proposals could be secured from 
all companies which cared to bid. 

Councilman Blanchard objected to 
this course. He said the subject had 
been before the Board of Public Works, 
the bids had been called for and sub- 
mitted and he demanded that the bids 
be opened. Mr. Toll’s motion was lost 
by a vote of 5 to 4, Messrs, Vetter, Tol, 
Baker and Silver supporting it. A mo- 
tion to open the bids was then adopted. 
Before the bids were opened Mr. North- 
up entered a formal protest against 
such action on the ground that the 
law requires that an open and free 
competition be allowed on all such 
public contracts. While he did not an- 


nounce what course he would pursue, 


his manner indicated that he would 
contest the contract. 

Attorney Dunn asked whether the 
call for bids had specified that pre- 
ference would be given to California 
preducts, all other things being equal, 
the law requiring such a _ condition 
to the granting of all contracts. This 
raised a question as to the legality 
of the bids, and the City Attorney was 
sent for to state what the effect of an 
omission such as Attorney Dunn point- 
ed out, would be. Attorney Haas said 
that the matter had never been sub- 
mitted to him, and he was unwilling 
to give an opinion offhand, without in- 
vestigation. It was suggested that the 
matter be regularly referred to the City 
Attorney, but a majority of the Coun- 
cil wanted the bids opened and they 
were opened. 

A. I. Crane and Ed Culvert offered 
to take the contract for. three years 
and four months for the gross sum of 
$51,670. 

Franklin & Alexander, the present 
contractors, presented a bid of $37,000. 

L. H. Mitchell offered to do the work 
specified in the contract for $47,000. 

Ramish & Marsh presented a bid for 
$1038 per month. 

D. F. Donagan offered to take the 
contract for $41,000. 

All of the hids were referred to the 
Board of Public Works. 

The following bids were received on 
the new contract for city printing, i. e., 
the publication of ordinances, notices 
of election and other proceedings which 
under the law must be published: Her- 
ald Publishing Company, 30 cents per 
inch, column measurement for first 
insertion and 25 cents for each sub- 
sequent insertion; Record Publishing 
Company, “2 cents for first insertion 
and 20 cents for each other insertion; 
Evening Express Company, 30 cents 
per insertion. The bids were referred 
to the Finance Committee. 

R. H. McCray presented a petition 
asking that the time for the com- 
pletion of the improvement of Colyton 
street be extended fifteen Gays. Street 
Superintendent Drain had declined to 
approve the request, and demanded 
that McCray inform the Council why 
the work had not been completed. The 
contractor gave a number of reasons 
why he had not been able to de the 
work in time, among them the re- 
fusal of the S‘reet Superintendent to 
inspect the material before it was 
placed on the streets. Mr. Drain as- 
serted that he never inspected mate- 
rial until it hau been used. As the 
work is practically completed, and only 
the preparation ‘of the assessment 
warrant remains, the extension was 
granted. 

A. G. Strain was granted fifteen days 
additional time in which to complete 
the improvement of Delong street be- 
tween Pico and Sixteenth: streets. 
President Silver called his attention to 
the delay that had occurred with ref- 
erence to this improvement, declaring 
that the property-owners had repeated. 


ly protested against it. He informed 
the contractor that the work must be 
done within the time of the extension 
of the contract. 

Property-owners on South Figueroa 
street titioned the Council to sub- 
stitute pipe line for the open zanja 
along that street. The reason given was 
that the open ditch has become a nui- 
Sance because of the odors arising 
from it. The matter was referred to 
the Board of Health. 

Bids for the following public im- 
provements were opened, those for 
street mprovements being referred to 
the Board of Public Works and the 
sewer bids to the Sewer Committe: ‘to 
curb and sidewalk Wall street between 
Third and Boyd streets; to improve 
Mathews street between First street 


and Brooklyn avenue; to improve New) 


Hampshire street between Pico Street 
and the north line of the right-9f-way 
of the Los Angeles Pacific Railway; to 
improve Weller street between Mag- 
nolia and Pacific avenues; to sewer 
San Pedro, Seventeenth and Eight- 
eenth streets; to sewer Thirty-second 
stréet from Grand avenue to a pout 
147 feet west of the west line of Main 
street; to sewer portions of Thirty- 
seventh and Figueroa streets. 

MUST USE REVENUE STAMPS. 

The attention of the Council was 
called to the fact that it frequently 
happened that bids were submitted 
Which did not bear the required rev- 
enue stamps and that the practice had 
been to remedy this deficiency after 
the award of the contract. In this 
manner conjfractors have been able to 
file a number of bids and if they were 
not awarded the contracts on them, 
they of course did not supply’ the 
stamps and thereby saved what the 
stamps would have cost them.’ This, 
President Silver thought, was alto- 
gether irregular and so stated. At his 
suggestion a motion was adopted de- 
claring that hereafter no consideration 
will be given to bids, the bonds and 
certified checks accompanying which 
are not properly stamped. 


AFTERNOON SESSION, 


Old Alley 


Opening Contest Condi- 
tionally Setiled. 

The old contest over the opening of 
an alley from Fourth to Fifth streets 
between Broadway and Hill streets was 
unexpectedly settled at the afternoon 
session of the Council. This matter 
had been before the Council more 
times than even the clerk could guess 
and it has been up on every pretext 
that could be made to bring it to the 
attention of the municipal legislators. 
It had been the cause of no little dis- 
play of feeling among the property- 
owners in that block and for a long 
time their contentions have been so 
much at variance that an amicable 


.Settlement of the question seemed im- 


possible. It had been expected the old 
Council would settle the matter, but 
they left it as a legacy to their suc- 
cessors and since the first of this year 
the members have been struggling with 
the much-vexed question. The hearing 
of the protests against the confirmation 
of the report of the commissioners 
came up a week ago, and in order to 
facilitate matters it was referred to a 


special committee ahich held a meet- 
ing hursday afternoon at which a 
— or more of those interested de- 
a 


, appealed, threatened and wran- 
giéed. The committee took the matter 
under advisement and it was not until 
yesterday that their report was pre- 
paretd. The report was read at the 
opening of the afternoon session. It 
was a simple recommendation that the 
proceedings for the opening of the al- 
ley be abandoned providea the prop- 
erty-owners would within the next two 
weeks pay the costs that had been in- 
curred in the proceedings which have 
had consisted of Councilmen Vetter, Ba- 
ker and Toll, but the latter declined to 
sign the report. As his reason he said 
the matter was one which would have 
to be settled sooner or later: that there 
was a necessity for the alley in that 
block, and that he did not believe the 
Council should endeavor to get away 
from its duty in the matter, however 
difficult it might be to bring about a 
settlement. On the question of the 
adoption of the report, Councilmen 
Blanchard. Pessell, Todd, Pierce, Toll 
and President Silver voted in the n°ga- 
tive. and the report was therefore not 
adopted just then. This left the mat- 
ter open to a simple hearing of the 
protestants, who were present in. force. 
Messrs. McFarland, Hellman, Slauson, 
Dillon, Landt and others addressed the 
Council. their speeches being of the 
Same general tenor as the many they 
had previously made on the subject. 
Mr. Toll called attention to the fact 
that the report of the * commissioners 
which was under consideration, was 
not really a report such as the com- 
missioners would have filed had it not 
been for the instructions given them 
by the Council. He therefore favored 
a reference to the commissioners of 
the entire subject, and suggested that 
they have an open public hearing and 
make another effort to secure a settle- 
ment on a basis of mtttual concessions 
by the’ interested property-owners. 
When he moved such a reference his 
motion was iost. There was a quiet 
consultation, and the Councilmen came 
to the conclusion that they might as 
well abandon the proceedings, as there 
was no immediate prospect of a settle- 
ment of the matter. Mr. Blanchard 
thereupon moved that the committee’s 
report be adopted, and the motion 
prevailed, only Mr. Téll voting against 
it. The condition as to the payment 
of the exnenses within two weeks be- 
ing a part of the committee’s report, the 
hearing was formally postponed for 
that period. 

The hearing of the appeal from the 
acts and determinations of the Street 
Superintendent in accepting the work 
and issuing his assessment diagram 
and warrant for the sewering of a 
portion of Cottage place, came up as 
a special order. It Was argued at 
length, and the maps of the improve- 
ment and assessment district were 
sent for. The appeal was finally de- 
nied. and the action of the Street Su- 
perintendent approved. 


CHAIN GANG BARRACKS. 

On the subject of the employment of 
the chain gang in the work of improv- 
ing the park and the quartering in 
Plysian Park of the city prisoners, the 
Mayor sent the following message to 
the Council: 

“The Board of:Park Commissioners 
visited Elysian Park on Saturday, the 
llth inst., for the purpose of determin- 


ing upon the best site for a stockade. 


for the chain gang, in case your hon- 
orable body should decide to employ 
the chain gang in the improverment of 
the park. 

“The Commissioners requeste1 me to 
inform the City Council that they 
found an excellent site for such a 
stockade and barracks, convenient for 
the work that will be ‘lone in the park 
for the next four or five years. A suffi- 
cient supply of water can easily be 
obtained and sewage can he y-roperly 
disposed of. ‘The location is so isolated 
that it will not be in view cof visitors 
to the park, | | 

“The commissioners recommend to 
your honorable body that the Super- 
intendent: of Buildings be requested to 
draw up a plan for a suitable barracks, 
in accordance with the ideas of the 
Board of Park Commissioners and the 
Chief of Police. 

“The board finds that this plan will 
probably result in an annual saving to 
the city of about $300, as the work re- 
quired in the park can be done economi- 
callv without the use of teams. KAP

Some discussion follow as to what 
disposition to make of the message. 
It was finally decided to refer the mat- 
ter of ‘plans for the stockade to the 
Building Superintendent for plans and 
estimates of cost, and the general sub- 


ject of the employment of the chain 


gang in the park to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. 

At the last meeting of the Council 
the City Engineer had reported that che 
protest against the proposed improyve- 
ment of Macy street between Howard 
and Center streets did not represent a 
majority of the property frontage, and 
on this showing the protest was denied 
and the final ordinance adopted order- 
ing the work. Since then, however, it 
was shown to the Engineer that «he 
record from which he had taken his 
estimate of frontage is not exactly cor- 
rect, changes having been made in the 
ownership of which. he had no means of 
knowing. Yesterday Councilman Todd 
announced the facts to the Council and 
moved that the proceedings be aban- 
doned, it being impossible for the 
Council to proceed with the work when 
there was a majority of property front- 
age opposing it. The motion was 
adopted. 

As instructed by the Council the City 
Engineer presented an estimate of the 
cost of the construction of the neces- 
sary sidewalk at the eastern end of 
the proposed Third-street tunnel. The 
construction of this sidewalk by the city 
is one of the conditions of the stipula- 
tion entered into between the city and 
Mr. Ferguson to secure a dismissal of 
the injunction proceedings that are 
now preventing the beginning of the 
work on that tunnel, The matter was 
referred to the Board of Public Works. 

The Engineer also submitted an es- 
timate of the cost of the work of mak- 
ing an extension of the outlet pipe of 


-Hollenbeck Park lake, which is neces- 


sitated by the present work of grading 
Boyle avenue. Councilman Blanchard 
explained the matter to the other mem- 
bers and.on his motion the City Engi- 
neer was directed to-have the work 
done by securing bids for it from as 
many contractors as he thought neces- 
sary, the work to be done under his 
direct supervision. 


IRREGULAR BIDS TURNED DOWN. 


The Board of Public Works reported 
recommending the award of a number 
of street contracts, the first of them 
being that for the improvement of 
Twenty-third street between Central 
avenue and ¢he east line of the George 
Dalton, Sr., tract. As to this improve- 
ment the board reported that the bids 
of D. C. La Chapelle and David Mul- 
rein had been the lowest, but as the 
bids were irregular, having no reve- 
nue stamps attached, the board recom- 
mended that the contract be awarded 
to the next lowest bidder, J. Hein, at 
80 cents per lineal foot for grading 
and graveling, 27 cents per foot for 
curb, $1.20 per foot for crosswalks and 
8% cents per square foot for side- 
walk. Contractor Howard, who was 
interested in the bids that were turned 
down, stated that it had been his fault 
that the bids had not been accom- 
panied by the proper revenue Siamps, 
and he was ready to supply the de- 
ficiency. He urged the Council net to 
take advantage of what he termed a 
technicality, as those who made the 
bids were not to blame. He had ex- 
plained the matter to Councilman 
Blanchard and the latter was willing to 
let the mistake be rectified. Question 
was raised as to the legality of such 
action and the City Attorney was sent 
for. In response to questions by Presi- 
dent Silver he said that after a bid 
had been opened it became the prop- 
erty of the Council and was not subject 
to amendment of any character what- 
soever. If the bond or check which ac- 
companied it was not properly stamped 
at the time that it was presented, or 
at the time ¢hat the bid was opened, 
it was not a legal security on the bid 
and could not be enforced. This, of 
course, settled the matter and the 
recommendation of the bodrd with 
reference to the contract was adopted. 

On recommendation of the Board of 
Public Works the following street con- 
tracts were awarded: P. J. Richmon 
to improve Dewey avenue betseen 
Eleventh and Pico streets, at $1.07 per 
lineal foot for grading and graveling; 
°9 cents per lineal foot for curb, 15 
cents per lineal foot for gutter, 9% 
cents per square foot for sidewalk, and 
$1.25 per lineal foot for crosswalks; C. 
W. Snufer, to improve Channing street 
from Ninth street to the southern ter- 
mination of said Channing street, at 
$1.45 per lineal foot for grading and 
paving with decomposed granite, 27% 
cents per lineal foot for curb; 8% cents 
per square foot for sidewalk; $1.20 per 
linea} foot for crosswalks; Charles 
Stansbury, to improve St. Paul ave- 
nue betwene Orange and Sixth streets 
at $1.35 per lineal foot for grading and 
graveling; 29 cents per lineal foot for 
curb, 15 cents per lineal foot for gut- 
ter: A. S. Heitchew, to improve Willow 
street between Mateo street and the 
east line of the Arthur tract at 52 
cents per lineal foot for grading and 
graveling, 26% cents per lineal foot for 
curb, 8% cents ver square foot for 
sidewalk, 62 cents per lineal foot for 
sewer, $1.20 per lineal foot for cross- 
walks: Charles Stansbury, to improve 
Vallejo street between Avenue 21 and 
Workman street at 97 cents per lineal 
foot for grading and graveling, 18 
cents per lineal foot for curb, 10 cents 
per square foot for sidewalk and $1.30 
per lineal foot for crosswalks. 

The Board of Public Works recom- 
mended that the proceedings for the 
improvement of Wilshire boulevard be 
abandoned. Mr. Blanchard explained 
that the purpose of this improvement 
was to connect Westlake and Sunset 
parks and if it was prosecuted the city 
would be put to great expense which, 
in the present condition of the city 
treasury, was not considered wise. The 
recommendation was adopted. 

Cal F. Hunter and D. Fargo were 
appointed commissioners for the open- 
ing of a portion of Lake street. Presi- 
dent Silver, who has the appointment 
of the third commissioner, stated that 
he viould announce the appointment 
later. 

In order to make the final arrange- 
ments for the letting of the contract 
for the construction of the Third- 
street tunnel and for the»purpose of 
complying with the terms of the stipu- 
lation entered into betaveen the city and 
Mr. Ferguson in the matter of the in- 
junction proceedings, Councilman Vet- 
ter moved that when the Council ad- 
journed it be to meet Wednesday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock. He explained that 
there are a number of matters that will 
have to come up at that time. The mo- 
tion was adopted. 

In the matter of the opening of Bur- 
lington avenue between Sixth and Ma- 
ryland streets, Hon. Z. D. Mathuss was 
appointed a commissioner as the rep- 
resentative of the Third Ward. The 
— commissioners will be appointed 
ater. 


WANTS A GARBAGE FRANCHISE. 


J. W. Northup of San Francisco pre- 
sented a petition asking the Council to 
advertise for the granting of a fran- 
chise for the removal of city garbage 
of all kinds, dead animals, refuse ma- 
terial of every description including 
street sweepings and all other articles 
the disposition of which is now the 
subject of contracts in this city with 
private individuals. The petition is in 
the form of a formal request that-the 
Council submit the matter of granting 
a franchise for twenty-five years to 
competition and that due notice be 
given that the matter is to be set for 
hearing and that bids will be enter- 
tained under the terms of the petition. 
Accompanying the petition is a draft 
of an ordinance the adoption of which 
would cause the opening of the matter 
to competitive bids. The adoption of 
this or a similar ordinance is asked for 
in the petition. In support of his pe- 
tition Mr. Northup spoke. for fifteen 
minutes on th@6ubject of the disposal 
of garbage. He said the day was past 
when a city could hope to dispose of its 
garbage by dumping it on vacant 
lots, for that plan had been proven to 
be dangerous to public health and had 
been abandoned everywhere. He briefly 
stated the history of the experience of 
San Francisco in the matter and de- 
ecribed the system now in use in that 
city. He declared that the San Fran- 
cisco system had been approved by the

At this Mr. Northup turned and ad- 
dressing the person who had used the 
word. said he would meet him on any 
-floor to argue the matter with any in- 
telligent set of men. He argued that 
it would be better for the city to get 
some return out of the contract than 
to puy out thousands of dollars each 
year to a contractor. As to the local 
contract he had nothing to say except 
that he had what he knew to be a bet- 
ter plan. He asked that he be’ given 
a chance to compete in the matter of 
ridding this city of its garbage, and 
urged that the matter be given \hought- 
ful consideration by all the Councilmen, 
His petition for a franchise and the 
draft of an ordinance accompanying it 
were referred to the Board of Public 
Works. 

TO REGULATE EXCAVATIONS. 

The Edison Electric Company filed 
with the Council a draft of an ordi- 
nance intended to regulate such work 
as necessitates making excavations in 
the streets. In a letter accompanying 
the ordinance the company ‘stated that 
the installation of an underground con- 
duit system was a matter of great ex- 
pense to all the electrical compznies of 
the city, and anything which tended to 
interfere with the underground con- 
duits was likely to be of serious con- 
sequence to those companies. Since the 
conduits had been put in the companies 
had been’ greatly inconvenienced by 
promiscuous digging in the streets in 
the work of making excavations for 
buildings and for other purposes. This 
was attended with danger not only to 
those engaged in the work, but was a 
standing danger to the systems of the 
companies.

TERESA KERR’S TRIAL. 


FIRST DAY, 


~ 


Peculiarities of the Trial—Native 
Sone and Members cf the W.C.T, 
Ranged Behind the Proseecu- 
tion and Defense. 


The trial of Teresa Kerr, charged 
With the murder of George Bloom King, 
a Deputy City Bngineer, in the corridor 
of the City Hall, began yesterday in 
Department One, 

The entire day was given up to the 
selection of a jury, but at the time of 
adjournment in the afternoon the full 
panel had not been obtained, only 
seven jurors having been sworn in. An 
order for a special venire of thirty per- 
sons was made, returnable this morn- 
ing. 

For a time it seemed as if everything 
Was going so well that by 3 o’clock the 
taking of testimony would begin, for at 
noon seven jurors had been examined, 
Upon court reconvening, however, per- 


emptory challenges sent every one 
scattering out of the jury box. Deputy 
Dist.-Atty. McComas is prosecuting 


the case, and is being assisted by Earl 
Rogers, Esq., who has been retained 
as special counsel, while Frank Davis, 
Esq., and ex-Police Judge Morrison are 
counsel for the defense. 

There are some exceptional features 
about this trial of a woman for killing 
her lover because, as alleged, he wished 
to break off their improper relations. 
In the first place it has been brought 
to trial with exceptional speed. Ordi- 
narily murder trials are set well ahead 
at the request of the defense under the 
plea that time for preparation is needed, 
In this instance the defense were just 
as eager as the prosecution for a speedy 
trial. From the very nature of the case 
it is one where much sympathy has 
been excited on behalf of the accused, 
albeit the friends of the deceased 
Deputy Engineer have bestirred them- 
selves. In this regard the Native Sons, 
of which the deceased was a member, 
are opposed to the ladies of the W.C.T. 
U., for while it is averred that the for- 
mer organization—not as an organiza- 
tion, however, but through individual 
members—is directly interested in the 
prosecution of the case, about a dozen 
ladies of the W.C.T.U. oceupied seats 
in court yesterday to give moral aid 
and comfort to the defendant, Teresa 
Kerr. 

The defendant herself, either volun- 
tarily or involuntarily as the trial may 
divulge, touched the key-note of her 
defense while the smoke was yet curl- 
ing from the pistol that had sent death 
to George B. King. She said she 
wished to end her life at his feet, and 
in his effort to prevent her carrying her 
design into execution the pistol was 
discharged with fatal effect. It is true 
«hat King made a so-called ante-mor- 
tem statement, but it is doubtful 
whether the prosecution will put it in 
evidence, even if the court permits it, 
which is equally doubtful. The state- 
ment is so coarsely worded ¢hat it 
might do the prosecution’ more harm 
than good, and then it has been con- 
tended thai after the statement was 
made King averred. with plucky con- 
fidence that he was not going to die, 
but was going to recover from his in- 
juries. If he was not in the belief that 
he was going to die when the state- 
ment was made, it will scarcely be ad- 
missible. 

But in deciding that one single ques- 
tion, whether when Teresa Kerr wert 
to the City Hall on the afternoon of De- 
cember 30 her mind was intent on suf- 
cide or murder, the prosecution will be 
under a handicap. 

Altogether the trial, while in some 


surroundings, will partake largely of a 
psychological study, for the _ entire 
question hinges upon what was passing 
in the mind of the accused as she en- 
tered the City Hall on December 30. 


THE STORE LARCENIES. 


One Defendant Dead and the Wit- 
nesses Now Scattered. 

The Massey-Biebeshimer shop-lifting 
cases have been dragging along in the 
Police Court for so many months that 
they have passed almost out of re- 
membrance, although they attracted 
much attention at the time of the ar- 
rests. Dist.-Atty. Rives, in making a 
clean-up of all old-standing cases, de- 
sired that these Massey-Biebesheimer 
cases should either be prosecuted or 
else dismissed, and called upon Deputy 
Chambers for a written presentment 
of the cases that he might arrive at a 
conclusion in the matier. 

The Deputy District Attorney first 

oints out that part of the property al- 
eged to have been stolen was found 
in the possession of Mrs. Biebeshimer 
and part in possession of Mrs. Massey. 
The most direct proof as to the taking 
of any of the goods he thinks pointed 
to Mrs. Massey, who is now dead, There 
were sixty complaints filed.against Mrs. 
Massey alone, two against Mrs. Biebe- 
shimer alone, and one against the two 
women jointly. Mr. Chambers points 
out that there were more complaints 
filed, but those mentioned are the only 
ones remaining undisposed of. 

“Of the complaints now standing 
against Mrs. Biebeshimer,’”’ says Mr. 
Chambers, “one is for theft of a pair 
of shoes from the M. P. Snyder Shoe 
Company. This I considered the strong- 
est case at the time the complaints were 
filed, but I afierward learned that, 
through some mistake, the complaint 
charged the wrong woman; that the 
facts which, at the time of drawing the 
complaint, I had been led to believe ap- 
plied to Mrs. Biebeshimer, in reality 
applied to Mrs. Massey. I find that the 


testimony tending to connect Mrs. 
ot a with this offense is very 
slight. 


“The case against the women jointly 
is for the theft of two corsets from 
Isaacs Bros. The firm had received a 
small consignment of corsets .different 
from what they usually carried in 
stock. Before these, had been marked 
and put in the regular.stock, two of 
them were missed. Some person other 
than either of these defendants was 
suspected. A. few days after the cor- 
sets were missed Mrs. Biebeshimer and 
Mrs. Massey were in ¢he Unique 
(Tsaac’s) store to exchange some un- 
derwear. At this visit the lady clerk 
who waited on them claims to have de- 
tected Mrs. Massey attempting to con- 
ceal some gloves which were lying on 
the counter, but Mrs. Massey upon hav- 
ing her attention called by the clerk, 
put the gloves down. Nothing wrong 
was noted in the conduct of Mrs. Biebe- 
shimer at this time.” 

Mr. Chambers es on to state that 
in November, 1897, these occurrences 
having taken place during the previous 
month, Officer Goodman found in’ the” 
possession of the two women two cor- 
sets which Isaacs claimed to identify as 
the ones stolen from him, but he can- 
not swear that the same kind of stock’? 
was not kept elsewhere in the city. 

The clerk who attended the two de- 
fendants in the Unique store at the time 
of the glove episode is not now in the 
city, having gone East, and Mr. Cham- 
bers thinks it doubtful if Mrs, Biebe- 
shimer could be located in the store 
near the time when the corsets were 
taken. e 

“Tl was not present at the arraign- 
ment of the defendants,” says r. 
Chambers in concluding his report, 
“being busy elsewhere, but. had the 
cases set for trial two or three times, 
but on each occasion they were con- 
dinued; on one. occasion, as I remem- 
ber, 6n,account of Mr. Gage being en- 
gaged in the trial of the Creede will 
contest case.” 


Biebeshimer cases will be dismissed. 

Mr. Chambers fails to make mention 
in his report of the loads and etacks 
of property, stolen from half a dozen 
stores, fotind in the possession of the 
two women when they were arrested in 
November, 1897. The plunder was val- 
ued at over $1000, and it was identified 
by the merchants from whom it wae 
stolen. Nearly all of the stuff has been 
returned to the owners, the women 
being only too willing to relinquish al! 
claim to it. The attempt to make it ap- 

ear that the cases résted upon the 
arceny of a pair of shoes and two cor- 
sets is in line with the other peculiar 
in this notorious case.

AN ATTORNEY’S IMPOSITION. 


Ww. P. Hyatt Receives a Scoring from 
Judge Allien. 

The hearing yesterday of-» ‘notion 
for attorney's fees and alimony in ihe. 
divorce suit of Gudrum Vieille. againat 
Constant Vieille provoked Judge ‘Allen 
to anger. 

Attorney W. P. Hyatt appeared for 
the plaintif! and Attorney Horace -i. 
Appel for the defendant. ‘The efend- 
ant’s counsel in opposing ihe ‘notion 
unfolded a most curious story. “Lhe 
defendant is a waiter at the Belmont 
restaurant, and a Mrs. Biliott nas been 
an employé at the same place. Mr. 
and Mrs. Vieille, it appeared, wad veeu 
contemplating divorce, having’ lived 
apart tor about two years, und Mrs, 
Elliott told Vieille that she knew in 
attorney who would put the case 
through the courts at vedrock price. 
Thereupon she was instructed by ‘he 
husband, who is a krenchman, ind 
not at ail well up in legal inethods, io 
go ahead and negotaite with her :aw- 
yer friend. The bargain was truck, 
and Vieille gave to Mrs. Elliott several 
small amounts on account. Then ihe 
lawyer himself appeared on the scene 
in the person of Mr. Hyatt, and asked 
Vieille for money, but the iatter :e- 
ferred him to Mrs. Elliott as the :nter- 
mediary with whom the bargain uad 
been made. Several times Hyatt iup- 
plied for money, according io Mr. 
Vieille’s testimony, but upon each rc- 
casion was referred to the woman who 
carried on the negotiation for na is- 
solving of the marital bond in the :irst 
instance, 

The suit was brought, the complaint 
bearing the date of November °6, 1898, 
as the date of verification, but was ‘iot 
filed until January 9, 1899. On ihe day 
following the wife’s default was rb- 
tained, and on Saturday, January 1, 
the case came to trial before Judge 
York and was thrown out of vourt. 
On the Monday following ihe wresent 
suit was begun, and when .\ttorney 
Hyatt personally served ithe tummons 
upon Vieille, his erstwhile «lient, the 
latter thought it time to engage a law- 
yer himself. Hyatt told him, he raid, 
that the first case had “ailed becuse 
the corroborating witness jad “allen 
down, but that anyway it would :nake 
little difference if the wife was the de- 
cree instead of him. 

It was shown that Hyatt had -e- 
ceived $17 in all from Viellle, nnd in 
addition to the various receipts [or 
the small amounts, gave 2 blanket :e- 
ceipt for ‘the full amount at ihe end 
of December. Mrs. Vieille ‘testified 
that she first saw Hyatt when he vis- 
ited her and said he was going to cet 
a divorce for her, she understanding 
that her husband had employed him. 
She protested that she had never :e- 
tained his services. 

Mr. Hyatt was put upon the witness 
stand, but made a poor showing [n rt- 
tempting to account for being on both 
sides of th divorce proceeding. He 
stated that the $17 he had sot was to 
be applied in lieu of any alimony being 
asked for by Mrs. Vieille for herself 
or her child, but Judge Allen raid 
that was a mere subterfuge of « very 
transparent kind. He reminded the 
witness that he was in the position of 
having received $17 from the husband 
to initiate an action against himself. 

“It’s an attempt to impose upon the 
court by an officer of the court,” said 
Judge Allen, “and it appears as if 
some think the court is organized to 
give them relief whenever and however 
they want it. She never employed 
you (addressing himself to Attorney 
Hyatt) he employed you, and you 
used her name. It is a collusive nffair, 
but the child must be looked after. An 
order will be made that the child “e- 
main at the Sisters’ Hospital. rnd that 
the husband continue to pay %10 ver 
month for its support. as heretofore, 
and both parents may there visit ‘t. 
You are not going to get any divorce 
in this court,” 

Judge Allen then asked Mr. Appel 'f 
he intended to file a cross-comvlaint ro 
that the case could not be ismissed, 
and the attorney assenting. the cause 
was carried over indefinitely to await 
the disposition of the court. 


A VARIABLE HOMESTEAD. 


eral Purposes. 

A rather complicated bit of real es- 
tate manipulation is set out in the com- 
plaint filed yesterday in the suit begun 
by L. Tozer, on an assigned claim of 
W. P. Fuller & Co. of Sacramento, 
against Paul H. Fitzgerald, May Fitz- 
gerald, his wife, and Aaron M. Ozmun. 

Fuller & Co. are dealers in paints, 
wall papers, etc., and Fitzgerald, it is 
alleged, became indebted to them in 
1897 for $402.30 for goods sold and de- 
livered. In December of that year 
Fitzgerald had a store in Los Angeles, 
having a stock valued at about $1200, 
and which included the goods supplied 
from Sacramento, The northern firm 
insisted on the account being settled, 
and Fitzgerald wrote back that he was 
about to get a loan on the lot and im- 
provements on lot 8, block 2, in the 
Mason tract, and that when he did sv 
he would liquidate the debt. 
same time he represented that there was 
no homestead on the property, and 
only a very small mortgage. 

On December 1 the goods in Fitz- 
gerald’s store were destroyed by fire, 
but as it was insured for $1100 he re- 
ceived $900 on account. It is averred 
that he then wrote to Fuller & Co. say- 
ing that the owner of the property was 
about to rebuild, and that he would 
then resume business with a full line 
of goods. But it is now urged that 
Fitzgerald, instead of preparing to re- 
open, took the $900 insurance money, 
paid off the mortgage on his house and 
lot. and on February 16, 1898, filed upon 
it his declaration of homestead. In so 
doing it is contended that he took 
money derived fromthe insurance 
upon goods sold and delivered to him 
by Fuller & Co., and that their interests 
were subrogated to the right of the 
lien of the mortgage. This was done, 
it is averred, for the purpose of de- 
frauding his creditors, and done with 
the knowledge and consent of his wife. 

On March 31, 1898, an action was be- 
gun in Sacramento, and judgment avas 
obtained for $416.45, with $9.50 for costs: 
An execution issued to the Sheriff of 
Los Angeles county, but was returned 
unsatisfied. The plaintiff alleges that 
he is now informed that on April 11, 
1898, the Fitzgeralds abandoned their 
claim of homestead, and executed to 
Ozmun a mortgage for $1200, to secure 
a note due three years later. On the

ABSTRACT COMPANIES GRUMBLING. 


Recorder Wade Demanding Indem- 
nity Bonds Before Certifying. 


vidual-searchers of the records, 
grievance against R. D. Wade, 
County Recorder, and grumbling has 
been the order of the day recently in 
and about the Recorder’s: office during 
the last week. 

It would, perhaps, be more accurate 
to say that the disgruntied ones have, 
or think they have, several grievances, 
but there is a central one around which 
the others revolve as satellites around 
a vianet. 

It appears that until quite recently 
the United States Land Office has been 
accepting abstracts and certificates of 
title from all parties without any de- 
mur, but recently in a certain class of 
cases, particularly the rajlroad over- 
lapping lands, when title-is obscure, 
the Land (Office officials have demanded 
that the County Recorder shall certify 
to these abstracts and certificates. Re- 
ceiver Kinney of the Land Office finds 
authority for making this demand un- 
der section 4 of the United States 
statute of March 3, 1887, and section 2 
of the statute of March 6, 1895. But 
this demand places the County Re- 
corder in the position of having to cer- 
tify to something he doesn’t know any- 
thing about, and in such case run the 
risk of making his bondsmen liable, 
or else turn his office into an abstract 
office and put his clerical force to 
seurching titles, which he has no lawful 
right to do. Refusing to be impaled 
on either horn of the dilemma, Mr. 
Wade has compromised by demanding 
that all companies or persons handling 
these particular abstracts shall give 
their bond for $1000, to indemnify him 
against possible loss. That done he 
stands ready to give his official certi- 
fication to any abstract or certificate 
presented. 

Some misapprehension has existed on 
this point. however, for some searchers, 
who are following the busiress on their 
individual account, have imagined a 
grievance that Recorder Wade was will- 
ing to accept a $1000 bond from an ab- 
stract company, and yet demanded 
from each of them a bond for $2000. 

But it is since the Title Insurance and 
Trust Comvany gave its bond to the 
Recorder that the unrest has taken an 
acute form. In the first place there are 
no sureties to it, and others in the 
business complain that their personal 
undertaking would not be accented 


in that way. But it is on the stipula- 
tions of the bond that the central 
grievance is found. After bindirg 


themesclves in the sum of $1000. the 
condition of the obligation is set out 
to be: 

“Whereas, it is sometimes desirable 
that certain certificates prepared by 
said corporation shall be signed 
and executed by said County Re- 
corder. and whereas. for the ac- 
commoddation of said corporation 
said County Recorder has appointed 
Charles P. Squires a deputy in said of- 
fice (without pay) to have charge of 
the documents and records of said office 
during certain hours outside of the 
regular business hours of said office.” 

No particular objection is being made 
to the first clause as apparently every- 
body is being hit by it, but the second 
is pronounced to be a decided evasion 
of the law. Section 4112 of the Polit- 
ical Code is quoted in this regard. It 
reads as follows: 

“Every county or township officer, 
except County Judge, Supervisor and 
Justice of the Peace, may appoint as 
many deputies as may be necessary 
for the faithful and prompt discharge 
of the duties of his office.” 

It is pointed out that the number of 
deputies a Recorder may appoint is 
here limited to the number necessary 
for the “faithful and prompt discharge 
of the duties of his office,”’ and the idea 
is laughed to scorn that the Title In- 
surance and Trust Company give a 
$1000 bond that their employé shall dis- 
charge the duties of the Recorder's of- 
fice. Being the abstract company’s 
servant, he is then to do the work of 
the company and not that of the Re- 
corder’s office. 

In addition, the proviso that Charles 
P. Squires has been appointed a deputy 
to have charge of the enormously valu- 
able records of the county during hours 
outside the regular business hours is 
condemned as being an unlasavful pro- 
ceeding, and a most dangerous one. 
— 865 of the Political Code pro- 
vides: 

“In all cases not otherwise provided 
for, each deputy possesses the powers 
and may perform the duties attached 
by law to the office of his principal.’ 

Thus, then, Deputy Squires may go 
into the Recorder's office at 10 o'clock 
at night if it pleases him, although he 
is an outside employé and only a dep- 
uty in name; he may have the oppor- 
tunity denied to other outsiders of 
mutilating or otherwise making away 
with records that are invaluable. Of 
course no one suspects either Mr. 
‘Squires or the company behind him of 
other than a most proper purpose, but 
that is not the question. The law has 
provided safeguards, and the question 
is are these safeguards to be thrown 
down? 

Then as a last little grievance, it is 
charged that mistakes in documents 
are allowed to be rectified after they 
have been placed of record. Ordinarily 
that might seem a small matter, but it 
involves a good deal, and the law es- 
pecially prohibits it. Section 1170 of 
the Civil Cod reads: “An instrument 
is deemed to be recorded when, beng 
duly acknowledged or proved and cer- 
‘tified, it is deposited in the Recorder's 
office with the proper officer for rec- 
ord.” It is then a public instrument, 
and sub-section 4244 of the Penal Code 
provides: “If any Recorder to whom 
an instrument, proved and acknow}l- 
edged according to law, or any. paper or 
notice which may by law be recorded, 
is delivered for record, alters, changes 
or obliterates any records deposited in 
his office, or inserts any new matter 
therein, he is liable to the party ag- 
grieved for three times the amount of 
the damages which may be occasioned 
thereby.” 

On February 10 there was a docu- 
ment alleged to have been filed in the 
Recorder's office at 9:40 o’clock, and at 
noon the initial of the grantor was 
changed and the name of the Sheriff 


chan entirely, This may s 
small matter, but in the interim an abe 


stract might have been prepared and 
the chain of title broken. 

With regard to the appointment of 
Charles P. Squires as a deputy, Re- 
corder Wade said yesterday that the 
courtesy was extended to the Title In- 
surance and Trust Company in order 
that a very large body of citizens might 
be more speedily and_ satisfactorily 
served. The courtesy extended to the 
one company he was willing to extend 
to others, if they could show that the 
public interest would he subserved. 
With regard to the underlying prin- 
ciple of the thing, however, Mr. Wade | 
did not havé much to say. As to the | 
necessity for the filing of an indem- | 
nity bond by those desiring his certifi- | 
cation, he urged the’ point set cut 
above, that he could not make search 
himself and to secure his bondsmen 
he is compelled to demand some kind | 
of a guaranty.

The result is that 
stocks are very light everywhere and 
prices very firm. New crop will not 
be on the market before July. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 
COSTLY SETTLEMENT. The Phila- 
delphia Grocery World tells this story: 

“The new ‘Dubuque’ law for making 
men pay their grocery bills, was given 
a trial in Palmer the cther day, and 
the debtor was ordered to pay $5 be- 
fore the next Monday, and $5 every 
three months, with interest, until the 
whole is paid.

City Seeking Light on Cost of Ex- 
cavations, 

The water arbitrators were in ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon in the com- 
mittee room in the City Hall, and the 
fact that the hearings are about ended 
seemed to stimulate the attorneys to 
more vivacity than usual, for through- 


out the session they were jollying one 
another. 


The city had a number of witnesses 
which Attorney Dunn wished to put 
on the stand to testify regarding the 
cost of making excavations, and to this 
Attorney Chapman, for the water com- 
pany, made objection on the ground 
that the testimony was not of the na- 
ture of rebuttal. Chairman Mendell 
thought, however, that it was well to 
let the testimony appear, as there had 
not been any disposition to follow court 
rules rigidly, and the witnesses were 
called, taking up the afternoon. These 
were Contractors D. F. Donegan, J. M. 
Gardner, Robert Sherer and J. B. 
Hughes, and all but Sherer thought a 
liberal price for the average excava- 
tions in this city for the water-pipe 
lines wotild be from 30 to 35 cents per 
cubic yard, the estimate of Sherer be- 
ing 5 cents higher. 

An interesting question was raised 
by Chairman Mendell, who asked the 
attorneys for the two sides whether 
they would consider it proper for the 
arbitrators to take into consideration 
any knowledge which they might them- 
selves acquire while considering the 
subject, or whether they should con- 
sider themselves tied down to the tes- 
timony which had been presented to 
them. 

The attorneys seemed to agree upon 
the idea that they should be cognizant 
of anything in the nature of facts 
which was taken into consideration 
in setting a value upon the plant.

UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. 

Prof. Henry W. Rolfe of the University of 
Chieago opened his course of siw lectures on 
‘“‘New England Writers,”’ in the University 
Extension series, at Throop Assembly Hall 
this evening.

Prof. Rolfe spoke without notes in an off- 
hand manner, and held the close sympathy 
of his audience. There was a brief discus- 
sion at the close. Hereafter, at each lecture, 
the students and others will discuss the pre- 
ceding lecture. There will be a spcial meet- 
ing of those particularly interested in the 
course at Throop Institute, each Monday af- 
ternoon at 4:15 o'clock, to pursue the study 
of the authors of whom Prof. Rolfe will treat. 
These meetings are open to all, and are a 
part of the University Extension scheme.

SANTA MONICA. 


Defendant Druggist Heard by City 
Trustees—Detective Methods. 

SANTA MONICA, Feb. 13.—[Regular Corre- 
epondence.}] The City Trustees today took 
up the matter of the prosecution of certain 
druggists for selling whisky. W. H. R. Sulll- 
ger, one of the defendants, was given a hear- 
ing. Mr. Sulliger called attention to the fact 
that the city license ordinance seems to have 
no provision whereby dGruggists may sell 
liquors. He then‘read a section of the county 
ordinance bearing on that point. He said he 
had been acting in good faith, believing that 
in operating under the gf ordinance he 
had complied with the law. e spoke of one 
of the bottles of liquor which the saloon men 
had offered in evidence as purchased in his 
store without any questions being asked. He 
said the purchaser was a young: man who, ag 
he came into the store, sneezed and coughed 
actively and inquired if he had any good 
whisky. Upon an affirmative reply, the young 
man said he wanted to use it to break up a 
cold. Sulliger accordingly sold the man tHe 
liquor. Although on Mr. Sulliger’s part there 
had been no questions asked, he considered it 
an entirely legitimate case of selling liquor 
for medicinal 

City Attorne anner read the séction of 
the license ordinance providing for the sale 
of liquors as they are sold in saloons, and 
said he would hold that that section would 
apply to the druggists. The State Supreme 
Court had decided that a city ordinance would 
take precedence over a county ordinance in 
cages arising within the city. There was, 
however, no doubt that the druggists had a 
legal right to fill prescriptions. 

City Trustee Gillis Said that when he had 
been in the drug business he had sold whisky 
and alcohol. He thought Mr. Sulliger ought 
not to be prosecuted under the ordinance if 
he had acted in good faith in ignorance of its 
provisions. 

The board deferred action on the matter 
for a week. Some of the saloon men, who 
started the row, object to publication of the 
facts, and are foolishly announcing that they 

ll not “‘permit’’ further mention of the 
matter in the papers.

tory of Riverside county was perpetrated yes- 
terday afternoon at Corona.

Two men are suspected of the crime, one of 
whom was arrested today in San Bernardino, 
and glmost a third of the booty hag been re- 
covered. The other man is till at large, but 
he is. well known, and his early Capture is 
confidently expecte?. That any such sum as 
$7000 should be insecurely deposited in a 
building fitted up as a saloon and lodging- 
house is pafsing strange to any one unac- 
—— with the customs that prevail in 

corona, and Peter Provensal's establishment 
in particular. Provensal, besides acting as 
temporary banker for many of the sheepherd- 
ers in the vicinity, has been accustomed to 
keep a econsiderabie amount of his own cash 
on the premises. According to his story, a 
number of deposits were made with him on 
Saturday by sheepmen ano others, which he 
} intended to place in a bank today. Between 
$2000 and ” of the money stolen, he says, 
belonged to him, and the deposits swelled the 
amount to uearly. $7000. The man who is 
believed to have committed the theft is Ed 
Franklin, who acted as bartender in Proven- 
sal’s employ. Franklin had a key to the sa- 
loon, which is kept closed on Sunday, and 
knew where the money was deposited. Pro- 
vensal and his family started out on a drive 
yesterday afternoon about 1 o'clock. Shortly 
after Frankiin was seen coming out of the 
saloon with something in his hang. He got 
into a buggy driven by Enoch Schmidt, a 
German,,and the pair drove to Riverside. The 
team was put up at a local livery, Schm:dt 
advancing a dollar for the horse’s kecp. Then 
the men bought tickets for San Bernaraino, 
leaving Riverside on the 6:50 motor train. 

t San Bernardino Schmidt acquired a large 
jag, anO® was put to bed in a lodging-house 
after $1904 with a saloon-keeper 
for safe keeping. This morning he was found 
in the saloon where he had left his money, 
and was placed under arrest. He was brought 
to Riverside in the afternoon by Sheriff Co- 
burn. Franklin circulated in the tenderloin 
district of San Bernardino until about 9 
o'clock last. night, when ail track of him was 
lost. ProVé@neal did not G'scover his loss un- 
til this morning. Besides the cash, several 
rings, one of which Franklin gave to Schmidt, 
and some . promissory notes, were stolen.

THE LICENSE QUESTION. 


[A limited number of communications of

J. W. N.. Los Angeles: Enforce- | 
ment of the ordinances regulating the | 
sale of liquor seems to be developing | 


the absurdities and futilities of those 
laws. The law is being “enforced” | 
now. In other words, the saloone- | 


keepers have taken their cye from the 
Police Commission’s fantastic resolu- | 
tion instructing the Chief of Police to 
cease neglecting his duty, and = are 
obeying the law. That it should have 
been deemed necessary to serve “‘Offi- | 
cial notice’ upon the Chief to. take | 
cognizance of violations of law is suf- 
ficient refutation of his report to the 
board that his department was ‘en- 
forcing the law to the best of its 
ability,”” but if more were needed, the 
alacrity with which the saloon- 
keepers vielded obedience to mere noti- 
fication supplies the deficiency. 
Presumably the purpose of the law 
is to mitigate the evils of intemper- 
ance. Here is the way it works: Two 
men on their way home after midnight 
want a nightcap, just one smal! drink, 
They enter a saloon that is open all 
night. ostensibly as a café. They can- 
not buy and drink an ounce of liquor, 
a glass of light wine or a glass of beer. 
They must buy not less than a pint, 
and they muSt sit at a table. A pint 
bottle of whisky is served with two 
sandwiches. They take a drink, and 
being comfortably seated, they chat a 
while. and having the liquor before 
them, they soon take another’ drink. 
Then they either finish the pint, or 


one of them pockets the bottle and 
takes it home. Does this promote 
temperance? 


If the members of the City Council 
are not subservient to the supposed 
political power of a class that is as 
ignorant as it is fanatical on this sub- 
ject, a rational! liquor-license ordinance 
may be enacted. 

‘A few points by way of suggestion: 
License a limited number of all-night 
saloons at advanced rates, say $100 per 
month, and revoke licenses of places

PROFITS FOR FARMERS. 


Cornstalks Nay Be Used to Make 
Smokeless Powder. 
fA. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 
PENNS GROVE (N.-J.,) Feb. 13.— 
At the big powder works of the Du- 


ponts, at Carney’s Point, interesting 
experiments in smokeless powder are 


being made by experts in the employ of | 


-the government. One of the difficulties 
that has attended the manufacture so 
far is that the powder is not wholly 
smokeless and that it apparently loses 
strength through storage. The experi- 
ments, it is said, led to the discovery 

“that cotton could not be ground fine 
enough to bring about the best results, 
and that the powdered pith of corn- 
stalks gave somewhat better results. 

This fact is only partly authenti- 
cated, If it should prove of lasting 

Value, a new source of revenue is 
opened up for the farmers, since thou- 
Sands of acres of cornstalks annually 
go to waste in the field, although 
much is being used in the manufacture 
of cellulose.
